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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 90 years ago. This early 
law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This 
law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable for the 
damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remained unchanged. All open 
fires when the ground is not covered with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire 
Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for damages 
caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our nationally recognized 
annual forest fire loss record.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


This past year has been another exciting and challenging one for 
education in the six districts of White Mountains School Administrative 
Unit No. 35. After the furor of the national critical reports on educa- 
tion had died down, school districts all over New Hampshire, including our 
SAU #35 districts, hunkered down to assess themselves in light of the re- 
ports and to determine what steps needed to be taken to begin the process 
of rerorm: 


In reality, to say that we are "beginning" the process of reform is 
inaccurate. American public education, since its inception in the 1800's, 
has never stopped "reforming" in response to the needs, desires, and out- 
cries for change from society. Some would say this is a weakness - I 
maintain it is our most significant strength. Throughout its relatively 
short history, the existence of free education for all has provided the 
only dependable hope that whatever ills beset our society now are not 
necessarily permanent. 


To get back to this past year at SAU 35, we have been concerned with 
areas of change that have surfaced as most critical at state, national, 
and local levels. These are: appropriate recognition and remuneration of 
the worth of teachers, raising of academic expectations and standards, and 
maintaining the integrity of instructional time or ''time to learn". 


In the area of teacher remuneration, all six districts have, I am 
proud to say, recognized the need to at least begin to overcome the unfair 
compensation levels that teachers have suffered over the years. Negotia- 
tions conducted with our teachers for 84-85 and 85-86 have produced salary 
schedules very competitive with districts throughout the State. Our state 
has a long way to go in the area of financial support of education in gen- 
ernl, and appropriate teacher remuneration in particular, but it is 
gratifying to know that here in SAU 35, we are holding our own in this 
area, despite a depressed economy and relatively poor tax base. 


When it comes to high expectations for our student and strong aca- 
demic standards in our programs, while still maintaining a tradition of 
nurturing,''whole child" education, again our SAU #35 districts are second 
to none.) To give! just, a tew examples. - 


A school volunteer program at Lakeway that was singled out by the New 


Hampshire School Volunteer Program and the N.H. State Department of Educa- 
tion as the best program in New Hampshire; a Littleton High School student 


52 


winning the state-wide Voice of Democracy essay contest; 30 students over 
the past two years attending "Project Excel", an enrichment program in 
college-level work at Plymouth State College; volunteer programs in gifted 
and talented education at Lakeway, Bethlehem, and Franconia elementary 
schools; numerous athletic championships, and many more individual exam- 
ples of excellence, some of which go unnoticed by the public eye. 


All three of our high schools have begun the task of revamping curri- 
cular programs to meet the requirements of the new N.H. Minimum Standards 
for High Schools. Because of our small sizes, this will be especially 
difficult here at SAU 35. The new Standards call for several new course 
offerings, and this will have implications for additional staff, addition- 
al classrooms, and naturally, additional funds. The attitude on the part 
of our high school Boards, however is not one of chagrin or defeatism, -but 
of healthy acceptance of the challenge to meet and exceed these standards. 
This may require some creative new ways of collaboration and cooperation 
among our three high schools, and all of us on the administrative team 
look forward to this challenge. 


Maintaining the integrity of the instructional year and the instruc- 
tional day has been a top priority this past year of N.H. Commissioner of 
Wemeacaon Robert Brunelle. -He has directed all of us to take strong steps 
to assure that the erosion of "learning time" be halted. Reduction of the 
school day, interruption of classtime, and dismissal of students for non- 
academic activities have a negative impact on instruction and must be 
decreased and eventually eliminated. To this end, our in-service work- 
shops for staff development in 1985-86 will take placein three full-day 
sessions above and beyond the 180-day instructional year. There will be 
no more released-time days for this purpose. Commissioner Brunelle has 
required that all districts develop a 190-day school calendar beginning 
with 1985-86, with a minimum of 180 instructional days. This will allow 
time for staff in-service, emergencies, and other needed functions of the 
schcols without encroaching on the teaching year. 


Before leaving the topic of staff development in-service, I must com- 
mend the entire SAU 35 professional and support staff for what has been, 
in my opinion, an outstanding year of professional development activities. 
Over the course of the year 30 staff members, participating in three dif- 
ferent planning teams or "Quality Circles", put together a series of 
conferences and workshops designed around the needs of SAU 35 personnel. 
In addition, another 52 staff members served as leaders and recorders in 
small group sessions. 
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Two nationally recognized speakers addressed the staff on the topics 
of futurism and children's developmental stages. Staff members processed 
information and shared problems in small group sessions by subject-matter, 
grade level, and district groupings. Excellent refreshments provided by 
our cafeteria staffs, and logistical help from our custodial and secretar- 
ial staffs made the sessions complete. The third session, on February 6, 
featured 19 presentations on various topics of interest to staff. The 20 
presenters included twelve SAU #35 staff members and 8 local "experts" in 
their fields. 


It has been a source of pride and gratification to me to have worked 
with these committed professionals on a staff development project of such 
high quality and value. 


Finally, I would like to extend my thanks to the SAU #35 School Board 
members, administrators, teachers, support staff, parents, students, and 
community members who have given and continue to give their support, 
assistance, suggestions, and encouragement.

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1984 School Nurse's Report 
Blue School 


Fall physicals were conducted as usual by E.B. McGregor, M.D., and 
needed referrals made to parents. 


Pre-school vision and hearing screenings were held at the Lisbon Annex 
and were sponsored by the State of New Hampshire. Several children from 
the Landaff area were screened and needed referrals made. 


The State sponsored Fluoride Rinse Program continues for all children 
at the Blue School. Each fall a hygienist from the State of New Hampshire 
conducts a survey of the youngster's mouth, gives instruction as to good 
mouth care and presents educational material. They return twice during the 
year to present additional educational material. 


The State of New Hampshire has in 1984 mandated that pupils in grades 
5-8 be screened for scoliosis (curvature and/or deformities of the spine). 
Our formal screening will begin during the 1984-85 school year. The proce- 
dure is a simple one in which the student is observed from front, back and 
side in a standing and bending position. 


In March, students of Landaff Blue School participated in the Poison 
Prevention Week sponsored by the Littleton Hospital.
